The very loud and unuſual kind of Thunder that was heard in the 
beginning of Javuary, 1791, was the voice of the Angel mentioned in the 
Exghteenth chapterof the Revelation, proclaiming the judgment of God 
and the fall of Babylon the great; it was the loudeſt that ever was 
heard, and ſhook the whole earth every time the angel -ſpoke ; it roared 
through the ſtreets, and made a noiſe over London like the falling of 
 mauntains of ſtone. | 
- May buildings were damaged at the time of this thunder, and many 
perſons were frightened by it; the great flaſhes of lightning proceeded 
alſo from the angel, and was, according to the firſt verſe, reflected from 
the brightneſs of his glory. f

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diately with fire from Heaven: ſoon afterwards I was inform ed by re- 
velation of what the thunder meant, and was commanded to go from 
London beyond the diftance of eighteen miles, I had, ſimilar to the 
prophet Daniel at Babylon, an attending angel to explain all the viſions, 
and ſupport me under the grief I was loaded with for its approaching 


fall. 
The Lord God knowing that I loved bim with all my heart, and had 


often 1eſiſted the calls of hunger and diſtreſs, rather than comply with. |_| 


cuſtoms that would offend him, pitied me; for I had beſeeched him to let 
me inform the people of London of their danger, and try by all poflible 
means to ſave them; but was refuſed permiſſion, becauſe they would im- 
priſon and uſe me very ill for it. 

In addition to all that God had promiſed and repeated by his angel to 
make me happy, he was now pleaſed to give me another proof of his un- 
alterable regard, and convince me by it that, although he could not ia 


juſtice to his recorded judgment ſpare London, yet for my ſake he would 


ſhew mercy to ſome; and take care, by ſickneſs and other cauſes, t@ 
Yemove the perſons I deſired ſhould be ſaved, to a ſufficient diſtance be- 
yond the lim “s to be deſtroyed and ſunk. 
After thanking the Lord God, I mentioned ſeveral, both men and we- 
men, and called the remembrance of his mercy to others whoſe names L 
did not know, but pointed them out in my mind. | 
Among thoſe I mentioned, was William Pultney, William Pitr, Gilbert 
Elliot, Charles Grey, the Earl of Buckioghamſhire, the Marquis of 
Lanſdown, the Earl of Chatham, Maitland, now called Farl of Liuder- 
dale; Henry Phipps,” for I remembered his brother to have done me an 
act of friendſhip ; John Dalrymple, John Griffin Griffin. Alderman Pickett, 
becauſe that during his mayoralty he oppoled by a public advertiſement 
the frequency of taking oaths ; in doing ſo he honoured that al temem- 
bering God, who will in due time as publicly honour him for it. Wil- 
berforce, Baſtard, Sheridan, Philip Stephens, Charles Fox ; John Luke, 
a poor quaker ; Samuel Hood; the King and his family, for they were to 
be gathered into L2ndon ; Ponſonby, for whom TI conceived an eſteem, 
from obſerving in his countenance openneſs and honeſty, and poſſeſſing, 
as I thought, a heart ſimilar to my own, I was lead to entreat for him: 
until laſt year I could aſſign no other reaſon for mentiooing that name 
than what J have given; but the true one is, that as God had determined not 
only to keep in London the people then in it, but likewiſe to allow great 
multitudes to be drawn to it from all parts of the country, he would be 
found among the number to be deſtroyed 3 for which, to prevent his 
death in ſuch a place, the Lord God influenced me to regard him, that 1 
might afterwards remember fuch-a perſan and be mindful of his ſafety. 

I am not in the leaſt acquainted with the man I have mentioned, whom 
God was pleaſed to diſtinguiſh by a great teſtimony of his regard, but al- 
though I am not, and our names are different, he is—as well as myſelf, 
deſcended from David, King of Iſrael. The Counteſs of Buckinghamſhite, 
whom I am no more acquainted with than the ſtranger I mentioned be- 
tore, is likewiſe deſcended ſrom David, King of Iſrael; the family ſhe 
is married into are alfo of the Hebrews, aud are deſcended from Joſeph, 
the once pic ſident of Egypt. 

| | There 
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There are many families of the ſame origin as thoſe three Þ have 
named, made known to me by revelation, but I am forbid to mention any 
of them at preſent for public knowledge. . 

After entreating for the perſons I have ſet down, and pointing from my 
mind to numbers beſides whoſe names I did not know, 1 was, to prepare 
me for the deſignation of God, carried up to heaven in a viſion, and ſaw 
on my right (ide at a ſmall diſtance a beautiful filver white bird in the 
ſhape of a dove, but a little larger; it was the Holy Ghoſt, and wasthe 
very ſame that deſcended on the head of my bleſſed Saviour, when he 
came up from being baptized in the river ſordap ; he kept between me and 
Satan, who was then revealed that I might witneſs it, and great po wer 
given to him to viſit the Earth, The Lord God then ſpoke t ome 
from the middle of a white ſhining cloud. . * 

After this I was in a Viſion, having the Angel of God near me, and 
ſaw Satan walking leiſarely into London; his face had a ſmile, but under 

it his looks were ſly, crafty, and deceitful. On the right ſide of his 
forehead were ſeven dark (pots, he was dreſſed in White and Scarlet Robes. 

Again I was in a Viſion and ſaw London a ſcene: of confuſion, it was 
effected on a ſudden; all the People were armed and appeared qute fu- 

rious: I was carried through the City in the Spirit of God to fee all 
things that were deſigned ſhould come to. paſs, and be informed how 
quick they could be accompliſhed. 

After this I was in a Viſion, and faw a large River run throngh 
London coloured with blood. | | | 5 

Exceedingly unhappy for all that I ſaw, and which I knew would ſoon 
be fulfilled; I prayed and entreated the Lord God to give. me one more 
ioſtance of his mighty regard, by ſparing London and the great multi- 
tude in it. I faid, I acknowledge, O Lord my Gad, that the Peeple 


do very wrong, but it is through compulſion and for want of knowing 


better. | 
The Lord God was ſo highly diſpleaſed, that 1 ſhould, after all his 


former kindneſs, ſtrain his affeftion and entreat him to annul his Record» 
ed Jedgment, as to ſtop me, and in a voice of great ſharpneſs and an- 
ger, fay— They have My bleſſed Goſpel, and will not obey it. The 
Angel that was appointed to give me inſtruction forſook me in an inflant 
on hearing this anſwer. I trembled for my life, and ſeemed to be an- 
other man; for I was afraid of being deſtroyed with the City. It was 
three days after this before the Lord God would be reconciled to hear 
my prayers, and ſpeak: to me with his former kindneſs. 

In ten days after the three I was in a Viſion ; and being carried up to 
Heaven, the Lord God ſpoke to me from the middle of a large white 
cloud, and ſaid in a ſtrong clear voice, All, All. I pardon London 
and all the People in it, for your ſake : there is no other mag on earth 
that could ſtand before me to aſł for ſo great a thing. 

For ever, O Lord my God, 1 will praiſe and thaak you for this. great 
inſtance of your bleſſed regard: all Nations will hear it, and may all 
Nations honour you by their obedience ; your great mercy is over them 
all, and by its goodneſs the world is now ſafeQ. 
Had London been deſtroyed in the year of 1791, the place where. it 
ſtands would have formed a great Bay, or Inlet of the Channel: all the 


Land between \\indſor and the Dowos would have been ſunk, including 
* „ a diſtancee 
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a diſtance of eighteen miles each ſide, but conſiderably more towards 
the Set coaſt; it would be ſunk to the depth of ſeventy fathoms, or four 
hundred and twenty feet, that no traces of the City might be ever found, 
or even ſo much as looked for.

| of the woman, the wheat ſprung up ia an inſtant, and ſhot out to the 
| ze of full ears, the largeſt Jever ſaw in my life: aſtoniſhed at ſuch a 
fight, and wondering what it ſhould mean, 1 ſtooped to feel ſome with \ 
my hand; when J had, the woman looked down to me with a coun- 
tenance expreſiive of great diſtreſs to implore my pity and aſſiſtance, then 
turned her face away to the eaſt, and afterwards looked up to heaven, as 
| it ſhe wanted rain and a cool wind, 
| After this J caſt my eyes over the ſurface of the land; it was ſcorched 
| to a dark brown, and frightful to look at; I could ſee no graſs in the 
+ meadows, and the buſhes in the hedges were all burnt brown; ſo 
greai and mighty was the heat : I could ſec no beaſts in the fields, and 
the fowls of heaven were all flown away. . 

The judgment of deſolation being ſuſpended, is the reaſon that this 
viſion of famine and diſſ reſs is alſo : when it takes place, England, like 
the woman and her cloak, (for ſhe was an alluſion to this country) will 
be very poor, worn out, and rent in many places, 

After this I was in a viſion, and ſaw a large ſword unſheathed in 
Heaven: ſoon after, I ſaw a large cup full of red wine, and much fioth JM \ 
on the top, lifted up, and held out to all vations. E

The ſecond thunder that gave notice of God's approaching judgment 
was on Wedneſday evening the ſeventh of Auguſt 1793, as is mentioned 
in the ſeventh chapter of the Revelation, and was the voice of the angel 
aſcending from the eaſt, having the ſeal of the living God.

The flaſhes of lightniog during this thunder, which would continue 
many hours, would likewiſe proceed from the glory of the angel, and 
would be in ſtrength and colour like the burniog flame. 

This thunder would be accompanied by a violent ſtorm of large hail- 
ſtones, which with the lightning would kill multitudes of people, and 
deltroy the harveſt in many countries. 


Soon after this thunder, the ſhort time of four days only, the judg- 


ment of God on the world would begin to be fulfilled. —The wiads 
would be ſuſpended in the firmameat, according to the ſeventh chapter, 
that breathing might almoſt ceaſe ; the great body of heat that would 


immediately after be poured down from Heaven on the earth, would be 
ſo fierce and powerful as to move the world, and kill every thing living, 


both man and beaſt, expoſed under it in the open air,—The trees, buſhes 
in the hedges, graſs in the meadows, and what corn was left from the hail, 
would be cut off and deltroyed by this great and mighty heat.—Moſt of 
the ſhips would be deſtroyed at ſea, and all the fiſh near the ſurface 
Killed, — Millions of the human race would die in all nations from this 
burning heat, and the many plagues it would produce. 


The nineteenth, ſeventh, ſixtcenth, ſixth, eighth, and fourteenth chap» -

The fiftee th of Auguſt, 1793, was the time appointed by the Lord 
God to fulfil the parts of the Revelation I have mentioned, and puniſh the 
world with deſolation; but from his great mercy and regard for me, 
that I may be eſteemed in this country, and by all others when I am re- 
vealed, ſuſpeuded his judgment for a time; it hangs however over all

| Look at the age of the world, read attentively the chapters I have 
mentioned, with what I have wrote beſides and you will diſcover in 
your owa breaſt a light, to ſee and believe ty. | Thas 
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That light I mean, which is often called a certain ſomething, an in- 
ternal monitor that applauds man for courting wiſdom, —for being juſt, 
folly __ __ ; . that — _ to reproach him for embracing 

and doing evil: —it is indeed no other than the fpirit 
living God.

All the prophecies given in viſions from God are concealed from the 
knowledge of man by myſterious alluſions until the proper time, and the 
appointed perſon for them to be revealed to. 

It is not in the cunning of one man, —even aſſiſted by the wiſdom of 
all the reſt on earth, to ſearch out the deep ſecrets of God, or with truth 
to unfold the meaning of his viſions; they are wonderful, they cannot be 
diſ:overed until God himſelf pleaſes to remove the covering of ſecrefy, 
and, through an appointed perſon, blefles the world with a knowledge of 

r true meaning. 

The fulfilling of the judgments of God, however deſtructive they may 
prove to the governments and nations which they are directed againſt, 
are not allowed to affect my perſona! ſafety, not operate in the leaſt to 
my prejudice: for the certainty of my elevation to the greateſt princi- 

y that ever will be in the world, cannot be prevented by the rife or 
fall of any human power on earth; becaule it is the repeated covenant 
of God to my forefathers, and his ſacred promiſe now by revelation to 


myſelf, 


The obſcurity of David was no objection with a diſcerning God to 
make him the monarch of Iſrael, and afterwards promiſe the facceſhon to 
his family for ever; neither is mine now to his fulfilling that promiſe 
and holding me up to the world as the viſible governor of the Jews. 

For all the works of God are wonderſul, and very far exceed the ca 
pacity of man to know, where they begin, how they are directed, on 
whom, or which way they will end: I that have more knowledge of 
them, and of futurity revealed to me, than any other under the whole 
heaven, obſerve the operation of every new one with more amazement 
than the former. 

Therefore my preſent poverty is no obſtacle to my future elevation, 
neither is it of much concern to myſelf; for the time of my being re- 
vealed with power from Heaven is nigh, when God, to manifeſt his re- 
gard, will give me favour with many, and influence all the people of 


London to help me. 


I am the Prophet that will be revealed to the Jews to order their de- 
parture from all nations to go to the land of Iſtael, their own country, 
in a ſimilar manner to Moſes ia Egypt, but with additional power. 

I was an officer in the Engliſh: navy, and neceſſarily ſo, although I 
did not know it, that the judgment of God on David, king of Iſrael 
might ” fulfilled, which was, that the ſword ſhould never depart from 
bis houſe. 

It is fifteen hundred years ſince my family was ſeparated from the Jews, 
and loſt all knowledge of its origin; the laſt on record in the ſcripture, is 
James: 13th chap. 55th ver. of St. Matthew. Told me by Revelation. 

The government of the Jewiſh nation will, under the Lord God, be 
cemmitted to me, that the everlaſting covenant from him to David may 
be manifeſted in the viſible Prince aud Governor of the Jews. Pe!

22. As the hoſt of Heaven cannot be numbered, neither the ſand of 
the ſea meaſured ; ſo will I multiply the ſeed of David my ſervant, and 
the Levites that miniſter to me. 

23. Moreover the word of the Lord came to Jeremiah, ſaying, 

24. Conſidereſt thou not what this people have ſpoken, ſaying, The 
two families which the Lord bas choſen, he has even caſt them off. 
Thus they have deſpiſed my people, that they ſhould be no more a na- 
tion before them. 

25. Thus ſays the Lord, If my covenant be not with day and night, 
and if I have not appointed the ordinances of heaven and earth, 

26. Then I will caſt away the ſeed of Jacob, and David my ſervant; 
ſo that I will not take any of his ſeed to be rulers over the ſeed of 
Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob : for I will cauſe their captivity to return, 
and have mercy on them. | 

A knowledge of the Scripture, the Prophecies I have mentioned, and 
all that IT have wrote beſides, have been communicated to me through 
vilions and revelations from the Lord God: the Prophet Daniel and St. 
John the Apoſtle were inſtructed in the ſame manner to write what 
they have 

It is by the ſaving of Multitudes ;—by Revealing, not only a true In- 
terpretation of the Prophecies, but alſo a Knowledge of the Times, and 
thoſe ſecret Parts of the Scripture which are not made known to any 
other Man under Heaven, that the Lord God begins with announcing to 
the World a Knowledge of his mighty Judgments, the Return of his for- 
mer Mercy to the Hebrews, their ſpeedy Reſtoration to Jeruſalem, and 
the Riſe of a favourite Family. f
